U. V. M. to give Free Tuition to Students.
The trustees of the University of

Vermont and state agricultural coJJege,
prompted by a desire to co-oper-

with the heads of high schools and
academies in Vermont, have evolved a
plan for the distribution of free schol-
arship to pupils in preparatory schools
and the proposition has been favorably
received by the principals of such
accredited institutions. At a meeting
of the executive committee of the
university a recommendation from
President Benton and Dean Hills for
free scholarships to honor graduates of
preparatory schoolswas adopted. Ac-
cording to the plan boys and girls
graduating from such institutions with
honors will be awarded scholarships to
the value of $100 a person i to apply on
university charges for the' ensuing
year. It is not expected that all who
are awarded these free scholarships
will enter the university, but those
responsible for educational leadership
feel it to be a duty of the university to
encourage secondary school pupils to
attain a higher training. It is" pro-
posed to present these scholarships in
behalf of the university as a feature
of commencement exercises in , the
various high schools and 'academies
throughout the state which prepares
pupils for college.; All schools con-
cerned, through principals, have given
assent to the plan.
